Home weeks silice a fallen sol-

Dcnr S i si r r Kmiry Jane ,—I 
také the present opportiinity this 
morning to drop you a few lines to 
letyoa know that I atfr-w^U at 
present,; hoping that these few 
lines mny rench you in good health 
when they come to hand.
